pect that Spain would accept cur tender 
of help. At the time Minister Wood- 
ford wax tent to Madrid it was believed 
by the state department that Spain 
would reject our offer. Xow the pre- 
vailing belief is that Spain will accept. 
If not fully, at least sufficiently to af- 
ford a basis for future negotiations. 


•Will DUean thr Matter. 


If the impression now current In ad- 


ministration circles proves to be well 
founded Bpain will accept our lender, 
but with the distinct reservation that 
the sovereignty of Spain and Cuba is 
rot to be disturbed or modified in the 
slightest. In other words. Spain will be 
willing' to discuss the matter, and to 
listen to any suggestions which the 
United States may make, but will cot 
rurrender any of her authority in Cuba. 
Men who are in close touch with the 
Spanish legation here expect to see the 
re {rot: at ions between Spain and the 
United States about Cuba going on for 
a year or more before any conclusion is 
reached.

ivringer has come to be the article of 
tommon household use tbat it cow is. 
The present price Is about one-fourth 
sf tbe original pric«. Tbe present out- 
pat of American clothes wrirgers i* 
ibout 750,000 annually. 


Clothes wringers are ma<Je with roll* 


>f ten to twenty-four Inches in length; 
wringers larger than tbat are made to 
jrder. Ten, eleven and twe've-inch are 
Ibe sires commonly operated by band, 
though 1« acd eves 16-Inch wringer* 
ire sometimes csed in tbat manner. 
larger machines are operated by other 
power. American clothes wringers are 
told in many foreign countries, though 
In tome, owicg to catural ar.d otLer 
conditions specially affecting tbe life 
af such appliances, comparatively few 
ire sold. Thus. vcbiTe many articles of 
American manufacture are exported to 
south American countries, tbcre ara 
tct many clothes wringers sold tbere 
owing to climatic cotditiocs, which ara 
such In lro«t of tbe countries that 
clothes dry quickly there and wringer* 
tre cot mcch ceeded. 


Few American wringers are sold in 


France, where washing is done com- 
monly in wash house*, acd few wring- 
ers of any kind are used. In Hennany, 
Russia acd all tbe Scandinavian coun- 
tries and In Great P.ritain American 
wringers fitd a market, acd they are 
told alto in Australia, South Africa arxl 
other foreign lands. They cost more 
than German or KritiOi wringers, but 
they sell in competition with them, ai 
many other icacnfaetnred American 
products do. because of tbeir superiori- 
ty of workmanship and better adapta- 
bility to use.—X. V. Sun.
